A Letter from Leghorn. 
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Obfervations thereon. 
F Demonftrations would convince the Op- 
pofers of the French Commerce, the Rea- 
® 8 fons why that Treaty is not yet made Ef- 
fettual, wil) in time filence and abahh 
them, théy vainly have flatter’d themfelves 
and their Party that their Clamours have pre- 
vented it, which the World wi!l have its time 
to Expofe them for, and to make them appear 
effectually ridiculous in; But for the prefent 
they muff zc on with that and their other 
Delufions. 

They have granted, it feems, for it could 
not be deny’d, that our Godds go in great 
Quantities into Marfeilles, but they would not 
have this be efteem’d going into France, and 
fo they have fubmitted to make the French 
turn FaCtors for our Goods, and Export them 
to other Ports, fuch as Genoa, &c. How they 
will anfwer for this to chofe whom they former- 
ly made believe that the French carry’d their 
own Manufaétures to all the Ports of the World 
and there underfold us ; and to the Author of 
the late Guardian, whom they drew in to fay, 
the French bid fair for Engrofling all the 
Trade of Europe; this the Aéercator leaves to’ 
themfelves to ftruggle with. nay Bs I 

It feems worth our Obfervation in this Cafe, 
how the Embarking in Forgeries and Frauds 
confounds Men, makes them differ from them- 
felves as well as from the Truth of Fad, fay 
one thing to Day, and the contrary to Morrow, 
kick themfelves down, and then up again, and 
then down again, till they make themfelves 
meer Tumblers in their Arguments, and Moun- 


tebanking the World, become fit for nothing 
but to be laugh‘d at.

fpitals for them, and the like. 

The Afercator thinks the Landed Gentlemen 
fhould provide a Houfe of Corteétion fot chefe 
Men or a Bedlam, who endeavour to deftroy 


thofe Parts of our Commerce which would Em? 
ploy and Maintain: our Poor, and not only’ 


keep them from being a Charge to the Parifhes, 
but enable them to fubfift comfortably aod 
plentifully, and thereby encreafe the Confump- 
tion at home, and Exportation abroad; and 
this they doubly Merit, becaufe after they 


have amufed the poor People with their Ex- 
clamations againft the French Commerce fo 
long, have told them, that the French 
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“ 3” their own Goods abroad, or indeed of having 


any to fend abroad, that the Merchants of 
Marfeilles fend to London for Woollen-Manu- 
factures, and bring them to Marfeilles to Ex- 
port again to Genoa. 

Let any Man judge; whether thefe Men do 
not deferve a Houfe of Correction, and whe- 
ther they do not now flye in the Face of all 
they had faid before. There is no need of con- 
tradicting Men, who thus contradict them- 
felves. 

And yet afrer all, they wrong the French 
too; for asit is certain they would never do 
this in the mancer thefe Men alledge, if they 
had any Manufacture of their own to Export, 
fo it is certain on the other hand, that the 
French do Export thofe few and ordinary 
ManufaGtures which they have, and do not 
carry any of ours where their owa will go 
off. 
On the other hand, the Aéercator is well 
affured, that the Englith Manufaétures which 
now are Shipped and Entre as to the Srreighrs, 
are not only landed at Marfeilles, but that the 
Merchants of Marfeilles have found Ways and 
Means to convey them into France itfelf, and 
that in fo great Quantities, as that the Expor- 
tations from hence to Marfeilles are not fuffi- 
cient, but that large Quantities of Englifh 
Goods have been boughe at. Leghorn (azo- 
ther free Port) by the Merchants of Marfeilles, 
_and fhipp’d to them to fupply their Occa- 
fions. 

As to the Queftion which way, and by 
what means the faid Merchants at Marfeilles 
convey the faid Englifh Goods into France, 
whether by Connivance or Contrivance, is 
" not to the Queftion, nor is the Afercaror wil- 
ling to fay any thing that might be a means 
to prevent them for the future, in a Trade 
which is fo beneficial to our Country; There 
are Enemies of our. Trade enow already, who 
wil] not ftick torun down and fuin our Com- 
merce at any rate, touphold but a Party or 
raifea Matiuy at home againft the Government. 
The Mercator is too ienfible of the Mifchief 
thefe Men do their Country to imitate them, 
and will rather lofe the Advantage of what 
he might fay in this Cafe than difcover the 
Methods by which a Trade is carried on that 
England gains by. 

But that this may neverthelefs be put out of 
Quefticn, the Afercator gives a Copy of a Letter 
from a Merchant at Leghora, Who has feen fome 








of thefe Difputes, and has written it on pwy- 
pofe to give publick Satisfaction. 


SIR, Livorno, May 28. 1714. 

T is wonder’d at here very much, that 

_ your Writers fhould have the boldnefs to 
aflert, that the French take off none of the 
Englifh Manufadtures, fince the contrary is 
obvious here every Day, for befides the 
Goods which are brought from Lendoa and 
Briftol to Marfeilles direétly, and by divers 
Englifh Ships, who in their Trading Voy- 
ages touch at Marfeilles, we have every Day 
Sloops, Satees, Burco-longo’s, and other 
Veflels running from Marfeilles hithcr, and 
returning thither, by whom we load Bale- 
Goods ia great Quantity. Our Houfe have 
this Week fhipp’d 15 Bales of Perpets and 
Serges, with other Goods for Marfeilles, for 
Account and Rifque of Meffieurs B—— and 
G— at Lyons, and have Orders for 50 
Spanifh Cloths, which we expeé by the next 
© Ships from England. 
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There is much more to this purpofe in the 
faid Letter, not fit to be made publick, as 
above, and which for that Reafon the Aver. 
cator omits: But this difcovers a Truth which 
thefe Men it feemscared not toreveal, (viz.) 
That not only are our Woollen Manufaftures 
fent from hence to Marfeilles, but the Mer- 
chants at Marfeilles give Commiffions to Leg- 
horn, and buy great Quantities of our Goods 
there to fupply their Demands. 

And that thefe Goods are not for othe#® 
Ports, as indeed is an apparent fham of thefe 
Men, whofe Invention is mighty fruitful that 
way, appears in the above Letter, which fays, 
thofe Goods ate for the Account and Rifque 
of fome Merchants of Lyons. 

The Truth is, that the fending for Englifh 
Goods to Marfeilles to fend out again to Genoa, 


_ where we are able to ferid them direétly, and as 


foon and as cheap as wecan toMarfeilles, is fuch 
a coarfe piece cf Collufion, fo mean a Shuffle, 
that one would wonder thefe Men fhould nor 
be afhamed of it. cree 

It isa Sign they are but Second-hand Mer- 
chants, and know little of what they are fay- 
ing; but they have a Caufe to uphold, and it 
is fuch a Canfe as muft want Shifts to uphold 
it, and therefore they are driven to fo many 
Turnings and Twiftings to wriggle them- 
felves out of the Difficulties which they find 
themfelves einbarrafs’d in. 

What they will have to fay next remains a 
doubt ; but a lying Caufe feldom fails of lying 
Helps; nor will this fall fhort while it has 
fuch Advocates at hand to defend it. 
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
